A V is it to E llerslie. 
A young correspondent sends the following 
account of ti visit to Ellerslie (Kelly’s). 
Con­ 
sidering the fact that the writer I? only thir­ 
teen years old, we think ti well done: 
On a lovely September afternoon, Just such 
a one as this on which I write,—soft, mdd, 
one of the latest of Summer’s smiles—our 
party of five drove oil'down the suushlne-and- 
shadow flecked streets towards a place that In 
the minds of us who had seen and visited it 
three years ago, was as beautiful as a dream 
of the nohicDien’s parks lit the old world. 
We had shown our visitors around town,and 
now, finally, desired them to see this beautiful 
estate; so we started in the middle of the af­ 
ternoon, as gay and happy a party as could 
be seen. 
A short and not particularly inter­ 
esting ride brought us to the ferry-boat land­ 
ing, and we were glad to see that"the boat was 
already in, so that there need be no waiting, 
for we were eager to teach our journey’s end, 
so us to have time to see the beauties of El­ 
lerslie. 
The river was very lovely that golden after­ 
noon, as it lay sparkling in therein and wind­ 
ing along until it was lost from view; but tho 
wind blew so hard that we were ready to gel 
in the carriage Indore the boat reached the 
other side. 
A few minutes alter the plank 
was laid the horses were over it aud were 
trotting over railroad tracks aud up past the 
building* constituting a portion of the village, 
then a turn to the right and we left all these 
behind us. 
It was a very pleasant drive—past 
meadows, occasional houses aud woodland, 
with here and there a glimpse of the river and 
of the mountains, with their varying forms 
and shadows. 
But the beauty of mountains 
nd river did not prevent os from keeping a 
9barp watcli for the entrance to the grounds, 
for us we had forgotten the directions about 
finding it, we thought we might pawl it 
by; but on further consideration, 
I do 
not think 
we could have missed it. 
At 
last 
we 
saw 
un 
open 
gate 
ant 
a 
road winding in among the trees, and 
we drove in. 
Woods surrounded us for 
spme distance, bul at length they ended, and 
after passing a pretty French-roofed house— j 
the residence of the head gardener, we came 
u|h)ii a gorgeous sight. 
To our rigid w as a 
smooth large law n of short velvety grass, and 
scattered over it were beds of the brightest 
flowers, thut. contrasting with the emerald 
green of the turf, products I att effect Hint in 
s brilliancy of color was indescribable. 
The 
bed nearest to us had lirst a Itorder of the dark 
red, then an inner one of the greenish-white 
foliage plant, while the centre was eom|>osed 
of scarlet and pink geraniums. 
This style is 
called ribbon gardening, I localise the flowers 
are laid out in long narrow beds. 
It Is not 
generally seen except in a few pl:tc<*s in this 
country, and its rarity makes it the more 
beautiful. 
There was a carriage drive all 
around this lawn, and leading oil through n 
grove of trees. 
Gently sloping lawns wore to 
the left of us scattered over with trees and 
shrubbery, and far down there was a glimpse 
of the lake, while on an eminence a short way 
ahead was a grapery, with flights of hand­ 
some stone step' leading up to it, and glimpses 
of vines inside trained along the glas'. 
We 
were reluctant to leave tim gorgeous flower- 
lied#, hut our time was limited, and so we 
drove on past tho grapery anti other smaller 
buildings w it ii great heaps of flowcr-pota lying 
inside and many plants in the windows, until 
we turned into a drive bordered with nil sorts 
I of vegetables, nil kept in the most lieautiful 
order with not a weed to be seen anywhere. 
The drive was edged with Isis, which sug­ 
gested to F. the funeral remark that “ ll would 
Ik* nice to border a little cemetery w ith. 
So 
nice and little, you know!’’ 
We were not long in the park, but drove on 
through the grove, when we came upon the 
lovely lawns again. 
F. and I prepared to 
leave the carriage aud nimble a'oout as we 
pleased, and so, when we w ere near the house, 
we let the rest go on while we remained be­ 
hind. 
Upon a steep grassy bank near us, we 
saw a squirrel running ulorg, and so we ran 
toward him. Bul, before we were near he ran 
up a neighboring tree, where,lie chattered and 
scolded at us for same minutes. On top of 
the bank was a tent,and on looking in we saw- 
three ot four camp-chairs. hut nothing else; 
no we only stopped a few minutes to look at 
the handsome* green-hotisea lying below us, 
and then ran down Hie bauk and towards the 
bouse. This was a large white mansion, very 
substantial aud stately, but not exactly hand­ 
some. 
It stood on land that sloped down in 
[front, and from the front there was a superb 
view of th** Hudson river, looking dow n it for 
many miles. The river was particularly beau­ 
tiful on such a clear and lovely afternoon; 
Bfor its waters were so blue and sparkled 
J bo in tile sun that no Rhino could have 
I excelled it greatly In its beauty. 
There 
was a drive ail around 
the 
house, 
aud 
one 
leading 
down 
limier arching trees 
) to Hie lake, while for those who preferred 
j another way, there were terraces with very 
i handsome aud substantial looking stone *U*j>s 
leading down from the house. 
I 
When F. -aw the lake, lie rushed down to­ 
ward it in a suite of great delight, and stood 
on the margin waiting unlit I should come, i 
When I came, we walked aloug together. Tile 
lake was irregular in sba|K>. al turns looking I 
smaller than it really was, localise the laud 
shul it in so. 
Tile shores were low in some 
places, but la others they rot* to quite a height, 
which made it more picturesque. 
In one 
place there was a pretty row-lrout rocking up 
and down at a short distance from the shore. 
We would have liked very much to have taken 
arow, bul cs visitors are not allowed in the 
boats,it was out of the question. So we walk- 
led on, anti then up into a grove of tree* above 
the water. There were squirrels in the grove, 
for we heard them chattering aud saw one of 
them run up a tree on our approach; bat we 
did not pay mach attention to them, for, as 
a turn in tile shores brought a new part of the 
luke to view, there lay Hie dearest little steam­ 
er opposite us, a ]>orfect copy of a large one! 
“Queen Bess" was the name of the fairy craft, 
and we were so charmed with it that we stow! 
for quite a while watching it as it swayed 
gently upon the water. 
It was a work of 
difficulty to persuade F. to leave “Queen 
Bess” and come on to the boat-house, winch 
was a short distance off. for the little steamer 
had a great charm in his eyes, both because 
of it# akre and beauty, 
lie reluctantly left ii 
and came with me down to the Ural-house, 
which was a pretty little structure built upou 
the water, with scat# oti two sides of it, and a 
row-boat fastened lo one of the post.*. 
The 
weather vane of the little banding was ap­ 
propriately a goblet! fish. 
We sat down on 
one of the seats to rest, while we looked out 
upon the lake. 
When we were rested suffi­ 
ciently to Ik) able to walk on we went toward 
the bridge, which was a large structure very 
near uh, beiug only a short distance from the 
boat-hocue. 
But unfortunately tho bridge 
was undergoing repairs so that we could not 
I go upon it, aud so we stayed there for aw hile. 
I went ujxm the bridge as far as there wa# any 
floor, and then while F. stood overwhelming 
one much-enduring carpenter with questions, 
stood near tho great canell posts at the en­ 
trance to the bridge aud looked at the lake.— 
One of the carpenter# w as very pleasant, aud 
talked to F. more than the others. 
Among 
other thing#, he told hun that the little steam­ 
er would really go by steam, and that it would 
seat six or eevcu persons. 
After we had stayed quite a Iou;* w hile, and 
were beginning to think about going to find 
our party, he directed us up a path that led to 
Uh* house which they would very likely pas#. 
So after saying good-bv we walked on in the 
way indicated to us. 
It wa# a very broad and 
pleasant path, and wound up among the 
smooth lawns, commanding a tine view of the 
lake lying far below. 
When we had lH*en 
walking up Hic path for some minute#, we 
stopped to rest aud to look at the lake, when 
we saw a young man w ith it pair of oars, one 
under each arm. going toward thol>oat-bouse. 
F. immediately became Inspired with thetho’t 
that lie might have the row he wa9 longing 
for, and without saying a word, be ran down 
the hill so fast that be might have nm into 
the lake without much difficulty. 
I followed 
in onler to call him back, But by the time I 
reached tho boat-house he had asked for hi# 
row. and been refused, the young man saying 
that he had work to do. 
F was much disput­ 
ed, and insisted upon following him and see­ 
ing what work lie had to do. So we ran along 
the shore towards the place where the road 
wound down, and w here w e had just come.— 
On turning a bend in tho shore, we came In 
sight of a very ponderous gentleman, standing 
by the shore with an immense black and white 
dog jumping around bim. This gentleman, 
after he had watched 
tho 
young 
man 
who 
now 
stopped 
rowing, 
threw 
a 


stick into the waler, 
whereupon the do? 
swam out almost into Hie middle of the lake 
and brought It back. 
We each threw in a j 
stick too and the dog brought lots of them 
back. 
All this time the young man was un 
tying various stout cords’ fasteDcJ to stakes 
driven into the ground, and then, taking the 
cords in one hand, paddled with the other in­ 
to a little cove near us. 
The other gentleman 
also unfastened some cords near us, aud na 
he drew them In, we saw that they were fish­ 
nets. 
The young man’# net had but few Ash 
In it, hut hi# companion’# iiad many more] 
They were taking the fish out of the net, while 
we stood watching, when we heard our friends 
calling to us from the carriage drive above. 
I ran up to thbm, F. calling out that he would 
be there in a minute. 
We waited for bim for 
several minutes, and were on the point of 
calling to him when ha came running as fast 
a# he could, holding up something iii his 
hand. That something proved to lie a Hah 
still alive and wriggling. There was some 
consultation as to I ow it should lie taken 
home, but al last F. wrapped it with the 
greatest care in his locket handkerchief and 
dei>osiUKl it under the Irani seat. A# we drove 
on, lie told us how he wa# wishing that they 
would give him a fish, when the young man 
actually did give him one, perhaps oat of 
compunction for Irs refusal to give him a 
row. 
We drove bark past the house and green­ 
houses, with a glimpse of Hie rill! on garden­ 
ing, out of Hie gate and so home. 
As to the 
fish, it “ died gradually’' on the way, as F. 
said, and I had a portion of it sent for my 
breakfast next morning.

A V is it to E l i e r s l i c . 
A young correspondent sends the following 
account of a visit to Ellerslle (Kelly’s). 
Con­ 
sidering the fact that the writer is only thir­ 
teen years old, we think it well done: 
On a lovely September afternoon, just such 
a one a3 this on which I write,—soft, mild, 
one of the latest of Summer’s smiles—our 
party of five drove off down the sunshine-and- 
shadow flecked streets towards a place that in 
the minds of us who had seen and visited it 
three years ago, was as beautiful as a dream 
of the noblemen’s parks in the old world. 
We had shown our visitors around town,and 
now, fluallv, desired them to see this beautiful 
estate; so wc started in the middle of the af­ 
ternoon, as gay and happy a party as could 
be seen. 
A short and not particularly inter­ 
esting ride brought us to the ferry-boat land­ 
ing, and we were glad to see that'the boat was 
already in, so th a t there need be no waiting, 
for we were eager to reach oar journey’s end, 
so Q3 to have time to see the beauties of El- 
lerslie. 
The river was very lovely that golden after­ 
noon, as it lay sparkling in the-sun and wind­ 
ing along until it was lost from view; but the 
wind blew so hard that we were ready to get 
in the carriage before the boat reached the 
other side. 
A few minutes after the plank 
was laid the horses were over it and were 
trotting over railroad tracks and up past the 
buildings constituting a portion of the village, 
then a turn to the right and we left all these 
behind us. 
It was a very pleasant drive—past 
meadows, occasional houses and woodland, 
with here and there a glimpse of the river and 
of the mountains, with their varying forms 
and shadows.

its brilliancy of color was indescribable. 
The 
bed nearest to us had first a border of the dark 
red, then an inner one of the greenish-white 
foliage plant, while the centre was composed 
of scarlet and pink geraniums. 
This style is 
called ribbon gardening, because the flowers 
are laid out iu long narrow beds. 
It is not 
generally seen except in a few places in this 
country,' and its rarity makes it the more 
beautiful. 
There was a carriage, drive all 
around this lawn, and leading oil through a 
grove of trees. 
Gently sloping lawns were to 
the left of us scattered over with trees and 
shrubbery, and far down there was a glimpse 
of the lake, while on an eminence a short way 
ahead was a grapery, with flights of hand­ 
some stone steps leading up to it, and glimpses 
of vines inside trained along the glass. 
We 
were reluctant to leave the gorgeous flower­ 
beds, but our time was limited, and so we 
drove on past the grapery and other smaller 
buildings with great heaps of flowcr-pots lying 
iuside and many plants in the windows, until 
we turned into a drive bordered with all sorts 
of vegetables, nil kept in the most beautiful 
order with not a weed to be seen anywhere. 
The drive was edged with box, which sug­ 
gested to F. the funeral remark that “ it would 
be nice to border a little cemetery with. 
So 
nice and little, you know !” 
We were not long m the park, but drove on 
through the grove, when we came upon the 
lovely lawns again. 
F. and 1 prepared to 
leave the carriage and ramble about as wc 
pleased, and so, when we were near the house, 
we let the rest go on while we remained be­ 
hind. 
Upon a steep grassy bank near us, we 
saw a squirrel running along, and so we ran 
toward him. but, before we were near ho ran 
upa neighboring tree, where ;he chattered and 
scolded at us for some minutes. 
On top of 
the bank was a tent, and on looking in wc saw 
three oi four camp-chairs, but nothing else; 
so we only stopped a few minutes to look at 
the handsome green-houscs lying below us, 
and then ran down the bank and towards the 
house. 
This was a large white mansion, very 
substantial and stately, but not exactly hand­ 
some. 
It stood on land that sloped down in 
front, and from the front there was a snperb 
view of the Hudson river, looking down it for 
many miles. 
The river was particularly beau­ 
tiful on such a clear and lovely afternoon; 
for its waters were so blue and sparkled 
so in the sun that no Rhino could have 
excelled it 
greatly in its beauty. 
There 
was a drive all around 
the 
house, 
and 
one 
leading 
down 
under arching trees 
to the lake, while for those who preferred 
another way, there were terraces with very 
handsome and substantial looking stone stejts 
leading down from the house. 
When F. saw the lake, he rushed down to­ 
ward it in a state of great delight, and stood 
on the margin waiting until I should come. 
When I came, we walked along together. The 
lake was irregular in shape, at turns looking 
smaller than it really was, because the laiul 
shut it in so. 
The shores were low in some 
places,but iu others they rose to quite a height, 
which made it more picturesque. 
In one 
place there was a pretty row-boat rocking up 
and down at a short distance from the shore. 
We would have liked very much to have taken 
a row, but C3 visitors are not allowed in the 
boats,it was out of the question. 
So we walk­ 
ed on, and then up into a grove of trees above 
the water. 
There were squirrels in the grove, 
for we heard them chattering and saw one of 
them run up a tree on our approach; but we 
did not pay much attention to them, for, as 
a turn in the shores brought a new port of the 
lake to view, there lay the dearest little steam­ 
er opposite us, a perfect copy of a large oue! 
“Queen Bess’’ was the name of the fairy craft, 
and we were so charmed with it that we stood 
for quite a while watching it as it swayed 
gently upon the water. 
It was a work of 
difficulty* to persuade F. to leave “Queen 
Bess” and come on to the boat-house, which 
was a short distance off. for the little steamer 
had a great charm in his eyes, both because 
of its size and beauty. 
He reluctantly left it 
and came with me down to the boat-house, 
which was a pretty little structure built upon 
the water, with scats on two sides of it, and a 
row-boat fastened to one of the posts. 
The 
weather vane of the little building was ap­ 
propriately a golden fish. 
We sat down on 
one of the seats to rest, while we looked out 
upon the lake. 
When we were rested suffi­ 
ciently to be able to walk on wc went toward 
the bridge, which wa3 a large structure v e r­ 
ilear us, being only a short distance from the 
boat-house. 
But unfortunately the bridge 
was undergoing repairs so that wc could not 
go upon it, nud so we stayed there for awhile. 
I went upon the bridge as far as there was any 
floor, and then while F. stood overwhelming 
one much-enduring carpenter with questions, 
stood near the great carved posts at the en­ 
trance to the bridge aud locked at the lake.— 
Oue of the carpenters was very pleasant, aud 
talked to F. more than the others. 
Among 
other things, he told him that the little steam­ 
er would really go by steam, and that it would 
seat six or seven persons. 
After wo had stayed quite a long while, and 
were beginning to think about going to find 
our party, he directed us up a path that led to 
the house which they would very likely pass. 
So after saying good-by wc walked on in the 
way indicated to us. 
It was a very broad and 
pleasant path, and wound up among the 
smooth lawns, commanding a tine view of the 
lake lying far below. 
When we had been 
walking up the path for some minutes, wo 
stopped to rest aud to look at the lake, when 
wc saw a young man with a pair of oars, one 
under each arm. going toward the boat-house. 
F. immediately became inspired with the tho’t 
that lie might have the row he was longing 
for, and without saying a word, he ran clown 
the hill so fast that he might have run into 
the iakc without much difficulty. 
I followed 
in order to cali him back, but by the time I 
reached tho boat-house he hail asked for his 
row. and been refused, tbc young man saying 
that he had work to do. 
F was much disgust­ 
ed, and insisted upon following him and see­ 
ing what work lie had to do. So we ran along 
the shore towards the place where the road 
wound down, and where wc had just come.— 
On turning a bend in tho shore, we came in 
sight or a very ponderous gentleman, standing 
by the shore with an immense black and white 
dog jumping around him. 
This gentleman, 
after he had 
watched 
tho 
young 
man 
who 
now 
stopped 
rowing, 
threw 
a 


stick Into the water, 
whereupon the do? 
swam out almost into the middle of the lake 
and brought It back. 
We each threw in a 
stick too and the do? brought lots of them 
back. 
All this lime the young man was un­ 
tying various stout cords fastened to stakes 
driven into the ground, and then, taking the 
cords in one hand, paddled with the other in­ 
to a little cove near us. 
The other gentleman 
also unfastened some cords near us, and as 
he drew them In, we saw that they were fish­ 
nets. 
The young man’s net had but few fish 
in it, but his companion’s had many more] 
They were taking the fish out of the net, while 
we stood watching, when we heard our friends 
calling to us from the carriage drive ul>ove. 
I ran up to them, F. calling out that he would 
be there in a minute. 
We waited for him for 
several minutes, and were on the point of 
calling to him when becam e running as fast 
as ho could, holding up something in his 
hand. 
That something proved to be a fish 
still alive ami wriggling. 
There was some 
consultation as to l ow it should be taken 
home, but at last F. wrapped it with the 
greatest care in his pocket handkerchief and 
deposited it under the Irani seat. As we drove 
on, lie told us how he was wishing that they 
would give hun a fish, when tho young man 
actually did give him one, perhaps out of 
compunction for his refusal to give him a 
row. 
X\'e drove back past the house and green­ 
houses, with a glimpse of the ribbon garden­ 
ing, out of the gate and so home. 
As to the 
fish, it “ died gradually’’ on the way, as F. 
said, and I had a portion of it sent for my 
breakfast next uioruing.

There was so much justice in these 
arguments, ulded by the presentation of a 
good candidate, that when the final decision 
came it was difficult for the dctogutes to make 
a different choice from the one finally agreed 
upon. 
The proceedings of the Convention 
were conducted with dignity aud fairness, aud 
with the best of feeling throughout. 
Judge Hollies ably presented the claims of 
Judge Danforth, of Schoharie, for Hie nomi­ 
nation, but his friends were compelled to 
yield, as did the friends of other candidates, 
until a satisfactory result, was reached in the 
final unanimous nomination of Mr. Westbrook. 
Our opponents had hoped for divi-iotis in 
connection with this nomination, in order 
that tbe election of a Republican might Ira se­ 
cured. 
All groundwork for tu .h expect a- 
tlons are dissipated by the judicious action of 
the Convention. 
Mr. Westbrook will receive

That this course is a politic one on tlie 
part of the company is beyond question 
Were it otherwise men so sm art as Orton, A. 
B. Cornell, etc., would never enter upon it, 
but what is its significance? 
Either that 
$20,000 is a 
bribe to prevent the said 
"officials” from enforcing law against the 
company when they ought to do it, or it 
in part paym ent for positive influence used by 
tlie officials in the company’s interests.

either case it is "com plim entary” in no sense 
to official morality.

C ou rt. 
The Democratic Convention fur the Third 
Judicial District met at the Delavan House 
this city yesterday, and after a session of un­ 
usual interest 
and of carefnl deliberation, 
completed its labors in a m anner which will 
command tlie approval of the people. 
After the Convention had been organized in 
the usual form, Mr. Peckham presented tlie 
name of Jacob I. Clute of Albany. 
Mr. Olncy 
presented the name of Rufus W. W atson of 
Greene. 
Mr. Holmes said Schoharie wanted 
P eter S. Daufortli, the present incumbent, 
nominated. 
Mr. W estbrook of U lster pre­ 
sented Thtodoric It. W estbrook of that county 
Mr. Rhoades gave the name of John 11. Colby, 
as tho choice of Rensselaer. 
Mr. Peck nam ed 
II. W. McClellan of Columbia. 
Mr. 
Niven 
urged the claims of John A. Thompson of Sul­ 
livan, and Mr. Troester nom inated Judge Van 
Alstyne of Albany. 
With this array of names, the Convention 
began the work of m aking a choice- 
The 
m erits of tlie candidates having beeu cau- 
vassed in the best of feeling, the claims of lo­ 
calities were also taken iuto account. 
More 
than half a dozen votes (all the voting was 
by rivd voce) showed that each locality was 
disposed to stand by its candidate. 
It was 
finally urged that delegates m ust break away 
from their im m ediate local candidates, and 
center upon those who had the must ap p ar­ 
ent strength. 
This movement led to an in­ 
crease of votes for Messrs. W estbrook, of 
Ulster, Clute, of Albany, and Colby, of Rens­ 
selaer. 
As the contest progressed,' it was 
seen that the choice of the Convention lay 
between Mr. W estbrook and Mr. Clute, one 
ballot showing seven for each, 
the casting 
vote being given for Judge Danforth. 
The 
final vote was taken, giving fifteen to W est­ 
brook, and five to Clute, and tlie nom ination 
of Mr. W estbrook wa3 made unanimous. 
It 
will thus be seen that Judge Clute held the 
m03t of his strength until the last, 
the argu­ 
m ent of locality as applied to Mr. Westbrook 
going far to turn the scale. 


Mr. Westbrook, the nominee, was in the 
city, and a committee was appointed to wait 
upon him and inform him of Ills nomination, 
and invite him to address the convention. 
In 
a few moments he appeared, and in a few 
words accepted the nomination tendered him. 
Ilia rem arks were in the best spirit and in 
good taste. 
He declared that lie had nu 
enem ies to punish, and no friends to reward. 
And that while lie could not promise excel­ 
lence, if elected, one thing he would promise, 
that with God’s help he would t r y ! 
Hon. Theodoric It. W estbrook 
has 
long 
held a prom inent position at the bar in this 
State. 
He is one of tlie best known lawyers 
in this district, ar.d is the pc-er of the ablest 
of them in learning and ability. 
No man will 
doubt his qualifications for the high office for 
which ho ¡3 named, or question his integrity 
or fairness. 
Mr. W estbrook was elected to 
Cougress from the U lster district in 1852, nnd 
took such a position in the national Legisla­ 
ture th at liis name became fam iliar to the 
country. 
He has often been honored by his 
neighbors with positions of honor and trust, 
and was presented to tlie Convention yester­ 
day by the united delegation from his county. 
The claims of Ulster were strongly urged by 
tlie delegates from that county,and acquiesced 
in by others from that end oí the judicial dis­ 
trict. 
There had been no Supreme Court 
Judge in that section since the elevation of 
Judge W right to the Court of Appeals. Kings­ 
ton is now a city of 25,000 inhabitants, and 
the business of that section is rapidly in­ 
creasing. 
There was so much justice in these 
argum ents, aided by the presentation of a 
good candidate, that when the final decision 
cam e it was difficult for the delegates to make 
a diflerent choice from the one finally agreed 
upon. 
The proceedings of tiic Convention 
were conducted with dignity and fairness, and 
with the best of feeling throughout.

T iic R ig h t T o O b stru ct a W in d o w . 
Chancellor Bates, of Delaware, has deckled 
th at a man lias not the right to close up his 
neighbor’s window, even if it looks out over 
his own ground, if it has rem ained unob­ 
structed for tw enty years. 
The decision was 
made in the Court of Chancery, at Dover, re- 
ently, and the particulars are given by the 
Wilmington Commercial, as follows: " Mr. J. 
II. Primrose, of Sm yrna, commenced the erec­ 
tion, over two years ago, of a shed in the 
rear of bis storehouse. 
The adjoiniug prop­ 
erty is occupied by Dr. J. E. Clawson, and the 
shed when com pleted would have closed up 
the window of tho doctor’s sitting-room . 
lie 
therefore sued out a prelim inary w rit of in­ 
junction, restraining Mr. Prim rose from build­ 
ing the shed,and after the usual course of such 
cases, tbe m atter has now been finally adjudi­ 
cated by the Chancellor, the injunction being 
made perpetual, and Mr. Prim rose being or­ 
dered not to build the shed. 
The Chaucellor 
has held the case under advisement, since it 
as argued a year ago, and bus given the 


question careful coualdcratiou, his opiuion be- j fathers 
ing exhaustive. 
lie considered th at the right 
“ 
to light and air, enjoyed without interruption 
for over tw enty years, rested on the sam e 
ground as ail other "incorporated rig h ts” 
under the common law of E ngland, 
upon 
which iie based his decision. 
tie stated th at the Constitution of the State, 
adopted a t the R evolution,T770, accepted the 
common law of E ngland for its governance; 
th a t for this particular cas ■, which was tlie 
first ever brought before the S tate Courts, no 
law bad ever been proviled. and therefore the 
common law oí E ngland.m ust guide him in his 
decision: th at that lav»’ provided that where 
light an d air bad been adm itted to a dwelling 
from any quarter, 
uninterruptedly, 
for a 
pbriod of tw enty yeare and over, it coaid not 
be shut off, and that, under this ruling the 
Doctor was entitled to the light and air which 
had so long been afforded him uninteruptedly 
by his window, and should, therefore, m ake 
t he injunction perpetual. 
The consequences 
involved in the decision m ay seem scarcely 
equitable, in some cases, where a m an will be 
forbidden to erect a building on his own prop­ 
erty, in such position a3 he may desire, on ac­ 
count of the inconvenience it may cause to a 
neighbor, who has chosen to so locate liis 
dwelling as to get light by way of No. l ’s lot. 
In some of tho states the English law of ‘an­ 
cient fights’ ha3 been rejected by the courts, 
on grounds of public policy, as being incon­ 
venient in the rapid grow th ol our towns and 
cities. 
The Chancellor, w ithout m aking any 
question on this point, considered th at the 
proper remedy was with the legislature; that 
the province of the court is not to alter tho 
law but to adm inister ¡ta s it is, and especially 
so where rights of property are concerned.”

When these 
vagabonds are arrested it docs no good to 
send them to jail, as they care* very little ainiut 
that Lind of punishment, so the Recorder 
generally makes them promise to leave the 
county immediately, aud discharges them. 
This saves expense and usually gets rid of Hie 
vagabonds. 
In some cases the matter is al­ 
most a personal one between Hie complainant 
and prisoner, ami the two compromise and 
fix up matters between themselves. 
In that 
case costs are paid and the prisoner discharg­ 
ed. 
There arc a large number of potty cases, 
most of which are for disorderly conduct, 
drunkenness, Ac. that come before the court, 
and the Recorder must use his own judgm ent 
In the matter as to what had better be done 
with tho prisoner. 
To put such men iii jail is 
only an expense to the county, as the gutter 
snipe only dislikes tho jail because he can’t 
g e‘. his regular ration of whiskey. 


Coal A r r i v a l . 
Yesterday 66 canal boats laden with 8,000 
tons of coal readied tide water at Eddyville 
through the Delaware A Hudson cans!. 


In Hie early winier of 187:1 the lime and 
cement firm of Jam es It. Soy re, Jr. A Co. of 
Newark, N. J. purchased n lime quarry and 
right of way for a horse railroad from it lo 
the river of Levi M. Davi- la South Fhtbu-b, 
town of Kingston, paying ST,OOO for the quar­ 
ry, right of way and river front. 
From that 
time until the following spring the property, 
and especially the proposed railroad route, 
was surveyed and re-surveyed, changes being 
made from time to time, when finally a ama!l 
clay cut was put under contract and ground 
was broken iu May last. 
About this time also 
the necessary docklrg on the river was placed 
under contract, and both those portions of the 
enterprise dragged along In slow progression 
toward final completion In the early part of 
July. 
Up lo this time the company had man­ 
ifested very little energy or push in the under­ 
taking, bitt now they advertise! for proposals 
for Hic grading, trestllng, track-laying and 
a portion of Hie material lobe used. 
Finally, 
whc-thor through Hie channel named or by 
their own solicitation is unkaown to us, a 
young railroading firm from Now York city, 
under the nauio of “ Weir A. Gear," complied 
with the requirement* of the company and 
took tim contract to grade, trestle and lay the 
track; in fact finish the road entire, with the 
exception of two short “ inclines'' with tho 
necessary machinery which would he put iii 
by the lima company themselves. 
The total 
length of tho road is 4,700 feet; to build which 
would require 352 feet of trestllng, 1,140 
cubic feet of rock cutting and tim balance 
was ail ordinary job of moderate grading. 
Tho track is a two loot nill? Inch gauge, and 
the grade a gradual descent to the river, suf- 
Orient to impel tim loaded cars tty gravi­ 
tation. 
Weir A Gear contracted to do this 
work, ‘object to the company's approval, for 
$2,800. 
To this was added subsequently $100 
for extra work not iii the contract originally. 
Few practical men would fail to perceive at 
once tho total inadequacy of the compensa­ 
tion agreed upon; lint the company were safe 
and very properly ph'j-o-l with their bargain. 
No time was lost, Hut they commenced work 
at once in Urn latter part of July, cinployfti 
a large force of men aud horse.*, the men 
boing mostly residents of Hie vicinity, al­ 
though some were formerly in their employ 
in 
other places. 
All 
that 
was 
known 
of this contracting finn bere was gathered 
from the representations of the limo compa­ 
ny, which were uniformly favorable in char­ 
acter. 
Tim work was vigorously pushed for 
some weeks under tim immediate supervision 
of tim contractors themselves, the force tieing 
increased from tim e to time; all available 
nmu from the surrounding country quickly en­ 
listing under the banner of “Weir A Gear" at 
the promising price of two dollars per day for 
men and six dollars f >r team and man. 
In 
fact many were Incautiously led to leave their 
regular j dis for this better pay. Tims a month 
passed, the men tieing driven unmercifully 
an i tim work proceeding with marvelous 
rapidity. 
But now,in accordance with an old- 
cstablislied custom among business men and 
employers generally, R was thought that pay­ 
day was in order. 
Consequently tim men 
were looking around for stamps which were 
well-earned and quite due; beseeching their 
employers with much earnest ness, many of 
them quitting work, Imgftutiug lo “smell a 
mice." 
But tin- real odor was ye- lacking in 
potency; they were assured on every hand 
that Weir A Uvir were reliable men and would, 
without doubt, pay off all claims finally, borne 
were paid a very small jmrccntago of their 
month's earnings an i the work continued as 
before. 
They were told that owing to the 
stringency of the money market, no further 
payments could tm made then, but in a few 
days, o ra week, a1! would Im right. 
Tilings 
were now rapidly approaching a climax, the 
nature of which wa* quite difil really estimated 
by employers and employees, as the sequel 
will show. 
The men were urged to greater 
exertions and each day n*w and brighter 
promises of crisp a id fresh government palier 
were made until the dosing week of the con­ 
tract was reached, when the Sabbath of the 
14th of September intervened; the contract 
requiring the completion of the work oil the 
lay following. 
Tho road was now nearly 
finished an i ou this quiet Sabbath, the sanc­ 
timonious neighborhood of South Flatboat!, 
where everybody either goes to church or 
reads the billie, was disturbed by the spiking 
sledge of the railroader and the clicking pick 
of the grader. 
Seventeen men might have 
l>een seen stealthily working on the upper end 
of this road. 
But Hie poor Sabbath could not 
make amends for 
the 
contractors; 
the 
sun of Monday set quietly on un unfin­ 
ished railroad. 
Mr. Gear left tbut morning, 
promising t’aat Mr. Weir would be up on Wed­ 
nesday with the money. 
This day passed as 
others bad done, but no money gladdened the 
hearts of the workmen. 
Meantime Charles 
Braddock, a foreman, eluded the guard placed 
over him by the men iii a room at the City 
Hotel, Kingston, and escaped for parts un­ 
known with the time-book and about $50J in 
canli, lounging to the contractors; and the 
polite and afi'abiu gentlemen comiiosing the 
firm of Weir A Gear, railroad contractors, of 
IU Broadway, New York, had also suddenly 
disappeared. 
Here was the dilemmi. 
Men 
rushed about frantically, iii tim vain hupo of 
finding some redress. 
lawyer# au l consta­ 
bles were iu active demand. 
Mr. Bieber, t •* 
limo company's agent, was besought on e very 
side for information in regard to the atisc. 
ing contractors. 
Bdls and liabilities of r 
name and nature continued to pour in, 
the party of the eccoud part had stepped 
It was ascertained that Weir A Gear were 
bankrupt and quite gone personally, so noth­ 
ing could be done. 
One man, w ith an upper 
eye ojten, in whose charge the tools had laten 
left, immediately seized them for the amount 
of his hill. 
Another man, closely related to 
the Saunders family, was five or ten minutes 
In the Wuk" of the foraier gentleman with a 
constable, aud all manner of legal an I illegal 
procedures were flying through Hie air like 
spasmodic snow-flake*.

it was finn I that there was u balance of $1,- 
200 still due the contractors from the compa­ 
ny, which, according to stipulation, was not 
lo lie paid until the road was completed and 
accepted by the company. .It was then de­ 
cided that the road should bs finished by the 
company out of this amount, aud the balance 
then remaining be distributed among the 
creditors pro rata. 
What la the name of 
justice could the company do less? 
The 
original contract price was a ruinous oue and 
far liclow the actual co.-t; hence the company, 
lf so disposed, though perhaps not compelled 
thus by law , might still pay of! the men entire, 
and jc t have tho road built at a fair figure, 
which course, aside from other considerations, 
might have proved a profitable cue to them in 
the end. 
Bul they were not so disposed, und 
according to the above decision, they have 
completed the road at an additional cost of 
$300 and appointed Col. D. T. Van Buren, 
tho Engineer of the work, as arbitrator. 
Accordingly a meeting of those concerned 
was beld on Wednesday last, at which a 
settlement was effected upon the following 
basis. 
A pjjier was drawn up by the com­ 
pany forever releasing them from ail obliga­ 
tions and indebtedness whatever on account 
of the construction coutract; assigning all la­ 
bor claims and accounts to themselves. 
This 
instrument the men were required to sign, 
each making affidavit to tile amount of his in­ 
dividual claim uI ion Weir A Gear, whereu|>on 
the company would turn over to them the 
$000 balance still la their hands. 
With one 
or two exceptions this paper was signed by 
the creditors, and they were paid forty-four 
cents ou a dollar by Mr. Lichen, the ugent of 
the compony, that tieing tho amount arising 


from the balance alluded to. 
One or two gen­ 
tlemen 
withheld their names ns yet, sig­ 
nifying their intention lo hold th** company 
responsible fur the whole amount cf their 
claim. The average loss per mon will be some­ 
when* about $50. 
It is now generally con­ 
ceded that the whole thing, on Hip part of the 
contractors, was a premeditated fraud trnm 
tho beginning. 
Their plan only fulled in its 
final culmination from their inability to get 
the road completed in time to get oil their 
money before their flight. 
The crime i? ren­ 
dered more atrocious rn that the losses fall 
principally upon those who cud least afford to 
Hear it.

Thursday morning the whole bar was alive, 
and ready to pusti their cases. 
A crowd of 
lawyers were present, among whom could be 
seen the faces of several gentlemen not un­ 
known to fame, who had come from other 
places to attend to their cases. 
The equity 
cause of Jesse Fiero, adm., rf-o., agst. Eliza 
Jane Fiero, was contiuu :d during the forenoon. 
The court reserved his decision. 
The Darghan murder case was then called. 
One of the prisoner’s counsel, Mr. Mellon, was 
absent, and the oilier counsel, D. M. Dewitt,re­ 
quested that the case go over for that reason. 
This was objected to and finally the prisoner’s 
counsel proposed to plead to manslaughter in 
the second degree. The court refused to allow 
this, and thought the case should go on. One 
or two of the witnesses wove then found ab­ 
sent, when the case was put over until Friday 
morning at nine o’clock. 
The judge here in­ 
timated he would come back next week and 
hold court until a number of tiie most press­ 
ing cases are disposed of. 
The case of Nancy Kerr vs. Thcc.be J ’tirdy 
was then called. Tins is an action of trespass. 
The attorneys are T. R. A F. L. Westbrook 
for the plaintiff, Lounsbery ¿¿Dewitt for tho 
defendant. 
The parties reside in the town of 
Marlborough, where the plaintiff in 1859 and 
some time previous owned some 120 acres of 
real estate. 
About forty acres of this was af­ 
terwards awarded to Pbcebe Purdy as her 
dower right,she being the widow of the former 
owner. 
In order to reach this forty acres the 
defendant passed through three bars or gates. 
These bars were at different times thrown 
down by defendant or her agent and left open, 
to tho plaintiff’s damage. 
Not only were the 
bars left open, but the posts were torn up and 
cast to one side. 
The lots protected by these 
fences were used for the cultivation of straw­ 
berries, raspberries, cabbages, £e. 
The de­ 
fendant denies the trespass and further claims 
title to the property upon which the trespass 
is alleged to have been committed. 
The case of the Protestant Reformed Dutch 
Church vs. W m. 11. Boaardus was referred 
to D. M. Dewitt. 
George A . Kiersted and or. vs. Viola Sam i- 
ders,dismissed with costs. 


iic c o r t lc r ’s C o u r t. 
Conrad Steecher, arrested for disorderly con­ 
duct on the complaint of \Villiam Sir rein was 
examined partially and then committed for 
further examination. 
The prisoner boarded 
one of the horse cars for a ride and was very 
disorderly, calling the conductor, Sirrein, vul­ 
gar names and using blasphemous language. 
There were several ladies in tiie car at the time 
and the conductor attempted to put him off. 
In doing this the prisoner struck him. Steech­ 
er then commenced to call the driver names, 
when he was promptly knocked down. 
In the case of the People vs. William Baker 
and Catherine Baker, the defendants were ar­ 
rested for being drunk and disorderly. 
They 
plead guilty and were discharged. 
James Flood, arrested for committing an as­ 
sault on Mathew Toruck was discharged on 
paying the costs, $1.00, having settled with 
the complainant. 
Michael Scbinlds, a'Tested for being drunk, 
was discharged. 
Samuel Duboi«,brought up for petit larceny, 
settled with complainant, Orron W. Smith, and 
paid the costs, $9.30, and was discharged. 
Virgil Gurquello, arrested for being dtunk, 
was discharged. 
Adam McDonald was arrested for being 
drunk and disorderly, 
lie was found drunk 
on the front stoop of the residence of Mr. 
Dodge in the lower part of the city by Stephen 
Folant. 
The drunken man aiso used very 
abusive language to Mrs. Dodge. 
Folant took 
him away, but he returned soon after, and was 
then nrrc3ted. 
The prisoner wa3 sent to jail 
for five days. 
In the case of the People V3. Adam lireit- 
enbachcr, arrested for disorderly conduct on 
complaint of Bertha Breitenbacher, the prison­ 
er plead guilty and was discharged. 
In these cases we have only given the bare 
details, and perhaps it would be well to say in 
many.of them the Recorder lias been forced to 
use a great deal of discretion. 
When these 
vagabonds are arrested it docs no good to 
send them to jail, as they care very little about 
that kind of punishment, so the Recorder 
generally makes them promise to leave the 
county immediately, aud discharges them. 
This saves expense and usually gets rid of the 
vagabonds. 
In some case3 the matter is al­ 
most a personal one between the complainant 
and prisoner, and the two compromise and 
fix np m atters between themselves. 
In that 
case costs are paid and the prisoner discharg­ 
ed. 
There arc a large number of petty cases, 
most of which arc for disorderly conduct, 
drunkenness, £c. that cotue before tha court, 
and the Recorder must use his own judgment 
in the m atter as to what had better be done 
with tho prisoner. 
To put such men in jail is 
only an expense to tho county, as the gutter 
snipe only dislikes tho jail because ho can’t 
get his regular ration of whiskey.

In the early winter of 1872 the lime and 
cement firm of James It. Sayre, Jr. £ Co. of 
Newark, N. J. purchased a lime quarry and 
right of way for a horse railroad from i; to 
the river of Levi M. Davi- in South Flatbusb, 
town of Kingston, paying $7,000 for the quar­ 
ry, right of way and river front. 
From that 
time until the following spring the property, 
and especially the proposed railroad route, 
was surveyed and re-surveyed, changes being 
made from time to time, when finally a small 
clay cut was put under contract and ground 
was broken in May Iasi. 
About this time also 
the necessary docklrg on the river was placed 
under contract, and both these portions of the 
enterprise dragged along in slow progression 
toward final completion in the early part of 
July. 
Up to this time the company had man­ 
ifested very little energy or push in the under­ 
taking, but now they advertised for proposals 
for the grading, trostling. track-laying and 
a portion of the m aterial tobe used. 
Finally, 
whether through tho channel named or by 
their own solicitation is unknown to us, a 
young railroading firm from New York city, 
under the name of “ Weir £ Gear," complied 
with the requirements of the company and 
took the contract to grade, trestle and lay the 
track; in fact finish the road entire, with the 
exception of two short “ inclines’' with the 
necessary machinery which would be put lu 
by the lima company themselves. 
The total 
length of the road is 4,700 feet; to build which 
would require 352 feet of trestling, 1,140 
cubic feet of rock cutting and the balance 
was an ordinary job of moderate grading. 
The track is a two loot nin? inch gauge, and 
the grade a gradual descent to the river, suf­ 
ficient to impel tho loaded cars by gravi­ 
tation. 
Weir A Gear contracted to do this 
work, subject to the company’s approval, for 
$2,800. 
To this was added subsequently S100 
for extra work not in the contract originally. 
Few practical men would fail to perceive at 
once the total inadequacy of the compensa­ 
tion agreed upon; but the company were safe 
and very properly pleased with their bargain. 
No time was lo3t, but thrv commenced work 
at once in the latter part of July, employing 
a large force of men and horses, the men 
being mostly residents of the vicinity, al­ 
though some were formerly in thc-ir employ 
in 
other places. 
Ail 
that 
was 
known 
of this contracting firm here was gathered 
from the representations of the lime compa­ 
ny, which were uniformly favorable in char­ 
acter. 
Tho work was vigorously pushed for 
some weeks under the immediate supervision 
of the contractors themselves, the force being 
increased from time to time; all available 
men from the surrounding country quickly en­ 
listing under the banner of “Weir £ Gear" at 
the promising price of two dollars per day for 
men and six dollars for team and man. 
In 
fact many were incautiously led to leave their 
regular jobs for this better pay. Thus a month 
passed, the men being driven unmercifully 
and the work proceeding with maryoious 
rapidity. 
But now,in accordance with an old- 
established custom among business men and 
employers generally, it was thought that pay­ 
day was in order. 
Consequently the men 
were looking around for stamps which were 
well-earned and quite due; beseeching their 
employers with much earnestness, many of 
them quitting work, beginning to “smell a 
mice.” But this real odor was yet lacking in 
potency; they were assured on every hand 
that Weir £ Geir were reliable mea and would, 
without doubt, pay off all claims finally. Some 
were paid a very small percentage of their 
month’s earnings and the work continued as 
before. 
They were tola that owing to the 
stringency of the money market, no further 
payments could be made then, but in u few 
days, or a week, all would be right. 
Things 
were now rapidly approaching a climax, the 
nature of wiiich was quite differently estimated 
by employers and employees, as the sequel 
will show. 
The men were urged to greater 
exertions and each day n?w and brighter 
promises of crisp aud fresli government paper 
were made until the closing week of the con­ 
tract was reached, when the Sabbath of the 
14th of September intervened; the contract 
requiring the completion of the work on the 
day following. 
The road was now nearly 
finished and ou this quiet Sabbath, the sanc­ 
timonious neighborhood of South Flatbush, 
where everybody either goes to church or 
reads the bible, was disturbed by tho spiking 
sledge of the railroader and the clicking pick 
of tha grader. 
Seventeen men might have 
been seen stealthily working on the upper end 
of this road. 
But the poor Sabbath could not 
make amends for 
the 
contractors; 
the 
sun of Monday set quietly on an unfin­ 
ished railroad. 
Mr. Gear left that morning, 
promising that Mr. V.’eir would be up on Wed­ 
nesday with the money. 
This day passed as 
others bad done, but no money gladdened the 
hearts of the workmen. 
Meantime Charles 
Braddock, a foreman, eluded the guard placed 
over him by tho men in a room at the City 
Hotel, Kingston, and escaped for parts un­ 
known with the time-book and about $500 in 
cash, belonging to the contractors; and the 
polite and affable gentlemen composing the 
Urm of Weir <i Gear, railroad contractors, of 
111 Broadway, New Y'ork, had also suddenly 
’disappeared. 
Here was the dilemma. 
Men 
rushed about frantically, in the vain hope of 
finding some redress. 
Lawyers and consta­ 
bles were in active demand. 
Mr. Lieber, the 
lime company’s agent, was besought on every 
side for information in regard to the abscond* 
ing contractors. 
Bilis and liabilities of every 
name and nature continued to pour in, but 
the party of the sccoud part had stepped out. 
It was ascertained that Weir £ Gear were 
bankrupt and quite gone personally, so noth­ 
ing could be done. 
One man, with an upper 
eye open, in whose charge the tools had been 
left, immediately seized them for the amoflnt 
of liis bill. 
Another man, closely related to 
the Saunders family, was five or ton minutes 
iu the wake of the former gentleman with a 
constable, and ail manner of legal and illegal 
procedures were flying through the air like 
spasmodic snow-flakes. 
Upon investigation 
it was founJ that there was a balance of $1,- 
200 still due the contractors from the compa­ 
ny, which, according to stipulation, was not. 
to be paid until the road was completed and 
accepted by the company. .It was then de­ 
cided that the road should bo finished by the 
company out of this amount, and the balance 
then remaining be distributed among the 
creditors pro rata. 
What in the name of 
justice could the company do less? 
The 
original contract prico was a ruinous ouc and 
far below the actual cost; hence the company, 
if so disposed, though perhaps not compelled 
thus by law, might still pay ofl the men entire, 
and yet have tho road built at a fair figure, 
which course, aside from other considerations, 
might have proved a profitable one to them in 
the end. 
But they were not so disposed, and 
according to the above decision, they have 
completed the road at an additional cost of 
$300 and appointed Col. D. T. Van Burcu, 
the Engineer of the work, as arbitrator. 
Accordingly a meeting of those concerned 
was held on Wednesday last, at which a 
settlement was effected upon the following 
basis. 
A paper was drawn up by tlic com­ 
pany forever releasing them from all obliga­ 
tions and indebtedness whatever on account 
of the construction coutract; assigning all la­ 
bor claims and accouuts to themselves. 
This 
instrument the men were required to sign, 
each making affidavit to the amount of his in­ 
dividual claim upon Weir £ Gear, whereupon 
the company would turn over to them the 
$900 balauco still in their hands. 
With ouc 
or two exceptions this paper was signed by 
the creditors, and they were paid forty-four 
cents ou a dollar by Mr. Lleben, the agent of 
the company, that being tho amount arising 


from the buiauce alluded to. 
One or two gen­ 
tlemen 
withheld their names ns yet, sig­ 
nifying their Intention to hold the company 
responsible for the whole amount of their 
claim. The average loss per man will be some­ 
where about $50. 
It is now generally con­ 
ceded that the whole thing, on tiie part of the 
contractors, was a premeditated fraud ¡rom 
the beginning. 
Their plan only failed in its 
final culmination from their inability to get 
the road completed in time to get oil tbeir 
money before their flight. 
The crime U ren­ 
dered more atrocious m that the losses fall 
principally upon those who can least afford to 
bear it. 
Many a man will have sad cause to 
remember the construction of James R. Sayre, 
Jr. £ Co.’s Horse Railroad in South Flatbusb.

Flosbiug docks, built at a cost of two mil­ 
lions sterling, and opened with all tlio prido 
and pomp conferred by*royul presence, aro 
not the only important engineering works witli 
which the Hollanders have lately beer. busy. 
The “rolling Zuyder Zee" is not to be outdone 
by the “lazy Scheldt.” 
Amsterdam has be­ 
stirred hdlrself, and discovered that the old 
North Holland canal, 
extending from the 
northern Venice to nelder—a distance of six­ 
ty miles—is lamentably inadequate to the re­ 
quirements of u great commercial City. 
As 
the Zuyder Zee—an immense bay with a bar 
covered by only nine feet of water, and the 
old canal, equal to fifteen and a half feet, are 
at present the only communications for ships 
from the North sea to Amsterdam—it follows 
that all vessels drawing more than fifteen and 
a half feet are obliged to break bulk or dis­ 
charge their cargoes at Helder or Nieuwedlep 
into lighters, and many others prefer doing so 
to risking a passage through a dangerous ca­ 
nal, beset with so many windings and turn­ 
ings that collisions and other accidents are 
coutinually occuring, 
Tins 
old water-way 
would have delighted the soul of the Eastern 
potentate who when au English eugineer pro­ 
posed to make a canal in a straight line, 
cursed him for an infidel dog that dared to 
improve on the works of Allah, who made all 
rivers crooked. 
Bat the Hollander knows as 
well as anybody that this is tin?century of the 
straight line, and he is constructing a canal 
of great width and depth and only twelve 
miles long, to open a short, safe and direct 
communication between Amsterdam and the 
North sea. 
Enriching Amsterdam, the new 
canal will probably deplete the steam traffic 
of Rotterdam to some considerable extent, 
and will leave unhappy Helder friendless,«hip- 
less and forlorn, looking dismally forth upon 
that North sea which once wafted wealth up­ 
on its tide.—Iron.

G ranting to any corporation, association or in­ 
dividual the right to lay down railroad tracks.

Providing for building bridges, aud chartering 
companies for such purposes, except ou the Hud­ 
son river below W aterford, and on the East river, 
or over the waters forming a part of tlie bounda­ 
ries of the state. 
Tlie legislature shall pass general laws providing for 
the cases enum erated in t liCs section,and for all oth­ 
er eases which in its judgm ent may be provided for 
by general laws. But no law sluiu authorize the 
construction or operation of a street railroad ex­ 
cept upon the condition that tlie consent of the 
owners of one-half in value of the property bound­ 
ed on, and tlie consent also of the local authori­ 
ties having the control of that portion of a street

No person shall be appointed state 
engineer and surveyor who is not a practical engi­ 
neer. 
5 3. A superintendent of state prisons shall be 
appointed by the governor, w ith the consent of the 
senate, and hold his office for live y e/rs, unless 
sooner removed: he shall give security in such 
am ount, and w ith such sureties, as shall be requir­ 
ed by law for the faithful discharge of Ills duties; 
he shall have the superintendence, m anagem ent 
and control ef the state prisons, subject to such 
laws as now exist or may h ereafter be enacted; he 
shall appoint the agents, w ardens, physicians and 
chaplains of the prlsous. The agent and warden 
of each prison s/a ll appoint all other officers of 
such prison, except the clerk, subject to the appro­ 
val of the same by the superintendent.

The treasurer shnll be chosen by the senate 
and assembly in joint l/allot, aud hold liis office lor 
three years, aud until his successor shall be chosen 
and qualified. He shall, before entering upon the 
duties of liis office, give such security as may be re­ 
quired by law. He may tie suspended from office 
by the governor during the recess of the legisla­ 
ture, gild until thirty days after the com mencement 
of the next session ef the legislature, whenever it 
shall appear to him that such treasurer, has, in auy 
particular, violated Ills duty 
The governor sliaii 
appoint a com petent person to discharge the du­ 
ties of the office during sucli suspension of tlie 
treasurer. 
5 5. The lieutenant governor, com ptroller, secre­ 
tary of state, atto rn ey -general, treasurer anil state 
engineer and survevor shall lie the commissioners 
of the laud office. The office of the commissioner of 
the canal fund Is abolished, aud all tlie powers and 
duties heretofore had and perform ed by the com­ 
missioners of tlie canal fund shall hereafter be bud 
or performed by the com ptroller. The canal board 
shall consist of the lieutenant governor, secretary 
of state, treasurer, attorney-general, stale engi­ 
neer aud surveyor, and superintendent id uubiic 
works. 
5 C. A superintendent of public works sliaii be 
appointed by the governor, w ith the consent of tlie 
senate, and to hold his office until the end of tlie 
term of the governor by whom he was nominated 
aud until liis successor is appointed. 
He shall re­ 
ceive for his services a com pensation to be fixed by 
law. He shall be required bv law to give security 
for the faithful execution o f Ids office, before en­ 
tering upon the duties thereof. He shall be charged 
with the execution of all laws relating to the repair 
and navigation of tlie canals; and also of those re­ 
lating to the construction and Improvement of the 
canals, except so far as the execution of the laws 
relating to such construction or im provement shall 
be confided to the state engineer and surveyor 
Subject to the control of the legislature, he shall 
make the rules and regulations lor the navigation 
or use of the canals, lie may be suspended or re­ 
moved from office by tlie governor, w henever in 
his judgm ent the public interest shall so require; 
tint In case of rem oval of such superintendent ol 
public works from office, tlie governor shall file 
with tlie secretary of state a statem ent of tlie cause 
of such removal, and shall report such removal ami 
the cause thereof, to the legislature at its next s e ­ 
sión. 
5 7, The superintendent of public works shall ap­ 
point not more than three assistant superinten­ 
dents, whose duties shall lie prescribed by him, sui>- 
Ject to modiYeation !>v the legislature, and who 
shall receive tor their services a com pensation to lie 
fixed by law. They shall hold their office for three 
years, subject to suspension or rem oval by the su- 
nerinteudcnt of public works, w henever in his 
judgm ent tlie pulule interest shall so require, Any 
vacancy In the office of any such assistant superin­ 
tendent shall be filled, for th e rem ainder of tlie 
term for which lie w as appointed, by the superin­ 
tendent of public works; nut In case of the suspen­ 
sion or rem oval of any such assistant superinten­ 
dent by him he shall at once report to the governor, 
in writing, the cause of su<*h rem oval. 
All oilier 
persons employed in the care and m anagem ent of 
the canals, except collectors of tolls, and those in 
th e departm ent of tlie state engineer and surveyor, 
shall be appointed by the superintendent of public 
works, and lie subject to suspension or removal by 
him 
5 8. The office of canal com m issioner Ls abolished 
from nml after the appointm ent and qualification of 
the superintendent of public works, until which 
time the canal com m issioners shall continue to dis­ 
charge their duties as now provided bv law. The 
superintendent of public works shall perform all 
tlie duties of the canal com missioners, nml board 
of canal commissioners, as now declared by law, 
until otherwise provided by the legislature. 
i 9, The governor, bv aud w ith th e consent of the 
senate, shail have power to till vacancies, iu the 
offices in this article named except as herein other­ 
wise provided; or, if the senate lie not in session, 
he may grant commissions, which shall expire at 
the end of ttie n ext succeeding session of tho sen­ 
ate. 
5 10. The attorney-general, stab* engineer and 
surveyor aud treasurer, in office at tho time this ar­ 
ticle shall take effect, shall hold their offices until 
their successors are appointed. 
5 11. The powers and duties of the respective 
boards, and of the several officers in tins ariicic 
named, shall, except as herein otherw ise provided, 
be sucli as now are or hereafter may be prescribed 
by law. 
5 12. All offices for the weighing, cauging, meas­ 
uring, «tilling or inspecting auv m erchandise, pro­ 
duce, m anufacture or commodity w hatever, are 
hereby abolished, aud no such office shall hereafter 
bo created i>y law; but nothing in this seetim con­ 
tained snail abrogate any office created for the pur­ 
pose of protecting the public health or the interest 
of the state lu its property, revenue, toils or pur­ 
chase-, or of supplying the people with correct 
standards of weights aud measure,;, or shall pre­ 
vent the creation of nny office for such purposes 
hereafter. 
Resolved, (if the assembly concur'. T hat the fore­ 
going am endm ent be referred to tub legislature to 
be chosen at the next general election of senators, 
and that in conform ity to section one of article 
thirteen of the constitution, it tie published for 
three m onths previous to the time of such election.

proposing 
j am endm ents to article four of tiie constitu­ 
tion. 
Resolved, (if the assembly concur), That sections 
one, two, four, eight and uine of article four of the 
constitution be am ended so as to read am follows: 
S ection 1. Tlie executive power shall be vested 
111 a governor who shall hold his office for three 
y ea rs; a lieutenant-governor shall be chosen at the 
sam e tim e, and for the same term . The governor 
aud lieutenant-governor elected n ex t preceding the 
tim e when this section shall take effect, shall hold 
office during the term ior which they w ere elected. 
5 2. No person shall be eligible to the office of 
governor or lleijteuant-goveruor, except a citizen of 
the United States, of thu age no t less than thirty 
years, and who shall have been live years, next pre­ 
ceding his election, a resident of this state, 
5 4. The governor shall be com iuanuer-in-chlef of 
tlie military and naval forces of the state. 11c- shall 
have power to convene the legislature (or the son­ 
ant only) on extraordinary occasions. A t extraor­ 
dinary sessions no subject shall lie acted upon, ex­ 
cept such as the governor may recom m end for con­ 
sideration. He shall com m unicate by message to 
the legislature at every session the condition of the 
state, and recom mend such m atters to them as lie 
shall judge expedient. He shall transact all neces­ 
sary l/usiuess w ith the officers of governm ent, civil 
and nillit ary. He shall expedite all such measures 
as may be resolved upon by the legislature, and 
shall take care th at the laws are faithfully executed. 
He shall receive for his services an annual salarv of 
ten thousand dollars, and there shall be provided 
for his use a suitable and furnished executive resi­ 
dence. 
{ 8. The lieutenant-governor shall receive for ills 
services an annual salary of live thousand dollars, 
and shall not receive o r’ be entitled to any other 
compensation, fee or perquisite, for any duty and 
service he may lie required to perform 6y the con. 
stitution or by law. 
5 9. Every bill which shall have passed tlie sen­ 
ate and assembly, shall, before lt becomes a law, be 
presented to the g overnor; if lie approve, he shall 
sign R; but if not, he shall retu rn it with his objec­ 
tions to the house In which lt shall have originated, 
which shall enter the objections at large on the 
Journal, and proceed to reconsider It. If, after 
such reconsideration, tw o-thirds of ttie members 
elected to that house shall agree to pass the bill, it 
shall lie sent together with the objections to ttie oth­ 
er house, by which it shall likewise be reconsidered; 
and if approved by tw o-thirds of the mem bers elect­ 
ed to that house, it shall become a law notw ith­ 
standing the objections of tho governor. Jit all 
such cases, tlie votes in both houses shall be deter­ 
mined by y eas and nays, aud the nam es of the mem­ 
bers voting shall be entered ou the Journal of each 
house respectively, 
if any bill shall not be return­ 
ed by the governor within ten days (Sundays ex­ 
cepted) afier it shall have been presented to him, 
the saineshull be a law in like m anner as if he had 
signed it, unless tlie legislature shall, bv their ad­ 
journm ent, prevent its return ; in which case it 
shall not become a law w ithout tlie approval of the 
governor. No bill shall become a law after the final 
adjournm ent of the legislature unless approved by 
4 h e governor w ithin thirty days after such adjourn­ 
m ent. If any lilll presented to th e governor con­ 
tain several items of appropriations of money, he 
may object to one or more of such items, while a;»- 
proving of the other portion of the bill. In such 
case, he shall append to the bill, at the tim e of sign­ 
ing it, a statem ent of the items to which he objects; 
and tlie appropriation so objected to shall not take 
elleet. li the legislature lie in session, lie shail 
transm it to the house iu which the bill originated a 
copy of such statem ent, and tlie item s objected to 
shall lie separately reconsidered. If, on reconsid­ 
eration, one or more of such items Ue approved by 
two-thirds of the members elected to each house, 
tho same shall be part of the law, notw ithstanding 
the objections of the governor. All the provisions 
of this section, iu relation to bills not approved bv 
tlie governor, shall apply in cases in which he shail 
withhold his approval from any item or item s con­ 
tained in a Hill appronrlatiug money.
